PRESENTING CREDENTIALS TO MARCOS 11/11, AMB NEWSOM SAID US 
HAS ACCEPTED CHANGING CIRCUMSTANCES IN ASIA, BUT STILL HAS 
SIGNIFICANT ROLE AS ASIAN/PAC POWER. NOTED MARCOS EXPERI 
MENTING W/NEW POL/SOCIAL PATTERN, ESTABLISHING NEW RELS 
W/NATIONS OF MANY DIFFERENT PERSUASIONS. BELIEVED US/PHILS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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STILL PRESERVED COMMON RESPECT FOR HUMAN DIGNITY. AMB MADE

ECON DEVELOPMENT, LITTLE EVIDENCE TO SUGGEST IT HAS 
AFFECTED RURAL AREAS. MUCH GOVT MONEY REPORTEDLY GOES 
TO PAY MOSLEM DEFECTORS, TO WHOM ONE BANKER SAYS HE WAS 
ORDERED PAY 10 MIL DOLS. 

16. INDOCHINA 

MACKENZIE (REUTER PEKING, CSM) WRITES THAT RECENT GLIMPSES
